The bill, which passed by a vote of 
109 to 55, hands one-third of the people of 
this country over to military . government. 
For the rule of law it substitutes the will ef 
tn officer. For the tribunal of a judge, it 
furnishes a drum-head court martial or a 
military commission. 
Court and the peaceable visits of a sheriff, 
it proffers the order of a petty satrap and 
the presence of a squad of bayonets. It ig. 
nores the Chief Magistrate of the Umted 
States. It investsa gencral with absolute 
power over one-third of his countrymen. It 
erects subordinate dictators armed with un- 
bridled power, from the Potomac to the Rio 
Grande, Throughout this broad domain, 
comprising the fairest and most fertiie sec- 
tion of the Republic, no man is to have a 
secure title to his property ; no man’s chat- 
tels exempt from seizure; no man’s liberty 
unexposed to assault; no man’s life safe 
from periJ. An army. officer, a soldier, ex- 
alted aboye the law, may ruthlessly invade 
a citizen's home, and drag him from the bo- 
som of his family. Such a bill makes a 
mockery of free institutions. It despises all 
the great safeguards of popular liberty. It 
tramples on the freedom of the press.’ It 
annihilates the right of free assemblage. It 
silences the lips of free speech. It infringes 
the rights of the people to bear arms. It 


_ Wipes out the guaranty of a grand jury pre- 


sentment. It abolishes the exemption of 
freedom from scizure and from search. It 
abrogates the right of trial by a jury of one’s 
peers in the vicinage of the commission of 
the alleged offense. It: tramples’ upon the 
prerogative of the President.

I haye been examining a machine to-day, 
partly owned by a Californian, which will 
greatly simplify, cheapen and expedite 
stereotyping. With a single alphabet of 
type, arranged around p wheel, the most 
elaborate book may be impressed letter after 
letter, in plaster plates, ready for the recep- 
tion of the melted metal, and do it faster 
than a printer could compose the matter. It 
works with a treadle and a bank of keys, 
like a melodeon. It does away with cases 
of type, setting up and distributing, and all 
the endless paraphernalia of a printing office. 
The little machine could prepare Webster's 
Unabridged fur the press, in a space no lar- 
ger than a common bath room. By this in- 
vention a man could set up as a stereotyper 
ona large scale, on a capital of $200. It 
will either print or stereotype snusic with 
the nice accuracy. And claborate “ bor- 
der” may be printed in three minutes by 
repeated impressions of a single type. The 
funniest part of it is that the inventor does 
not know anything about the art of print- 
ing. But then he has invented all sorts of 
curious machines, (among them a flying ship) 
without any mechanical education, and 
paints well in oils and performs on the 
guitar and piano, without ever having re- 
ceived any musical instruction. The stereo- 
typing machine has been’ patented in the 
United States, England and Prussia, and is 
to be exhibited at the Paris Exhibition.
